The Civil Highlit Hill. 


Tho bill to protect nil persons in their civil 


ri"-htj* and to furn.ali tho meatie for their viiidi- 
ciitlou, lias piwscd both houses of Cougrc'ss—the 
SUI...LO to-day—.mil only requires thu signature 
of tliu 1'rcsidunt to become a law. As n, good 
initny uiiticlpntc a veto of the net, its important 
provisions are herewith given. 
The first auc- 


tion Is as followo : All persons born iu the United 
Suites and not subject to ;.ny foreign power, ex- 
cluding Indians, not taxed, arc hereby declared 
to be cit.xuns of the United States; and such 
ciilKcna of urury nice nud color without rcgarl 
to any previous condition of slavery or in volun- 
tary servitude, except as a punishment for crime, 
vvhcreoi tliu party biiall have been duly eon- 
vluU'd, bhnll liuvc Hie same rhrht in every State 
and Territory of tine United States, to in.ikc and \ 
enluree eoiitrat-t.-, to sue i>;utte3 and j;ive evi- 
dence, to inherit, purchase, lease or sell, hold 
aiuljcouvcvicalaad periionid property; andtoluvc 
full uncl ciiual bunelit of nil laws and pruccudings 
for the security of person and property as is en- ( 
jOjui'i hy w iitlw «iii*i.-u», iuu Su.>!! !»« 5uf.ji,Ct to 
like punishment, JKIUIB ;uul penalties, and to nunu 
other, tiny law, statute, ordinance, regulation or 
custom, to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Thceecund section is as follows: That any 


person who, under eolor of any law, statute, or- 
dinaucct regulation or custom, shall subject or 
cauoe to be smbjeclod any inhabitant of any State 
or territory to the deprivation ol" any riffht se- 
cured or protected by this act, or to different 
puuUhum.it, pains or peualtlps, on account of 
such person having.it any time been lield^ in a 
condition of slavery or involuntary icivitude, 
except us a punishment lor ciime, whereof thu 
party shall have been duly convicted, or by rca- 
don of his color or race, thau is prescribed for 
the punishment of such persons, shall be dceuiud 
guilty ot a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall 
be punished by a Hue not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding 
one year—or both In the discretion of the Court. 


The i hlrtl &ection gives the United Slates Courts 


exclusive Jurisdiction of the cases arising under 
tins act, and also concurrently with the Circuit 
Cuuit of tho United Statee^ot all cubes, civil and 
criminal, aflimllng persons who nro denied or 
cannot enforce in the Courts or judicial tribunals 
ol tlie neiit or locality where there may be any of 
the rights secured lo them hy tue llrs>t section of 
this act, and if any suit or prosecution, civil or 
criminal, had been or shall be commenced in any 
State Court against any au(>b person for any cause 
whatever, by any olliccr, civil or military, or 
other person, lor any arrest or imprisonment, 
tiespaascs, ur wrongs done or committed by vir- 
tue-of or under eolor of authority derived from 
this net or the act establishing a business for the 
relict of Irecdtueii aud refugees, and acts amend- 
atory thereof; or for refusing to do any act upon 
the ground that it would be inconsistent with 
thibact, biich defendant ahull lmv.it.iu right to 
remove, such c.uiae for trial to the proper District 
or Circuit Court in the tiianner prescribed by the 
act regulating to /iiilioaa corpus and i emulating ju- 
dicial proccodiiigs hi certain eases. 


United .Stales Miirbhalb, District Attorneys and 


Agents of the Kreedm en's Bureau are cm powered 
to proi-ccun; c.i^cs under tliic, bill. Severe pen- 
alties are-provided fur all peiboiih «ho may in 
any way hinder the operaliom of it.

The act, after the general provision, is divided 
into two part*. One part contalnslhc temporary 
provisions, which are to continue ill! April next, 
and may bo further continued by order in Coun- 
cil. In the second part are enactments as to the 
expenses nnd slaughtering of cattle. Local rates 
may be levied, and a Metropolitan Hoard is em- 
powered to net Iu ixmdou. Pertmus who havo 
sufl'eicd from the cattle plague by losses, may be 
remitted such rates, and the owners oi premises 
aie to pay one-half tile local rates ol this act.
